Mu. GRoreE PrAnopy has donated a mil-
lion of dollars to the eause of Southern educa-
tion. We must avold speaking of the conduct
of the donor, for fear that we may expose
ourselves to the charge of fulsome adulation.
For yeats Mr, Peabody’s nawe has been the
synomyn of wunprecedemted mubificence.
Acting on a principle too often lost sight of
by our wealthy citizens, be has decided to be
his own executor, and see that his immense
fortune is applied to such purposes as he wills,
without waiting until death makes the longer
possession of his riches impossible. The last
gift is one which will be most heartily appre-
clated by all the world. The South is sunk
in prejudice and ignorance. It ls to educa-
tion that we must look as the means of resus-
citating that section, When knowloedge Is
generally diffused among the masses—when
all can read and write—then will all danger
of a rebellion be forever removed, and the
whole land be united by the common bond of
universal intelligence. We know of no use to
which the mouey of Mr. Peabody could have
been applied which would have done such
an amount of permanent good to America as
the education of the Southern people. In
his donation an utter disregard of the dis-
tinctions of caste is observed. He emphati-
cally says:—*“1 give the sum of $1,000,000, to
be by you, and your saccessors, held in trust,
and the income thereof used and applied, in
your discretion, for the promotion and en-
coursgement of intellectual, moral, and in-
dustrial education among the young of the
more destitute portions of the Southern and
Southwestern States of our Unlon—my pur-
pose being that the bengfit intonded shall e
distributed among the entire population,
withoul other distinction than their need
and the opportunities of usefulness Lo them-
selves.”’

As the peed ol edacation is not controlled
by color or race,so a'so is the donation of
Mr. Peabody to be meted out to all who need
it. That the effect on the country will be
most benefleial none can doubt. The
Southern people must have their eyes open to
the folly of continned hatred ol a section one
of whose sons gives sach a sum, and hun-
dreds and thousands of wlose sons and
daughters are devoting all the.r energles to
assist those who return only hatred. This
donation, judiclously distributed to ald
schools and colleges, will go far towards dis-
seminating intelligence ; and the children of
those whom Mr. Peabody’s generosity has
raised from ignorance, will rise up in com-
ing generations and call their benefactor
blessed.

The Dangers from Steam Hoilers in
the City.

Ir appears from the offizial report of Henry

P. M. Birkinbine, Chief Engineer of the Water
Department, that there are in this city 925 |
steam boilers receiving their supply of water
from the \Vater Department, and some 200 |
more not thus recziving their supply, making
in all 1100 boilers within the city limits,
When it is remembered that each ol these |
bollers is a8 dangerous as a powder magazine |
and in some respects more 50, and that large |
numbers of them are located under the pave
ments of our most busy and thickly
crowded streets, we can form some idea of '
the “hourly dangers” that beset our citlzens |
whilie engag ed in the ordinary avocations of |
life, We live in a city which is farly
“miped” beneath our feet. FEmagine what
would be the eflects of the explosion, at |
almost any hour of the day, of some of the
huge boilers located under the very busiest
part of Chesnut street,

We are glad to see that this subject is en-
'gaging the attention of our city authorities,
1t is & wonder that it should have been so
long neglected. An ordinance has been pro-
posed by a committee of Ciy Couneils, to
provide for the careful and systematic in-
spection and supervision of all stationary
steam engines and boilers within the city,
which seems to provide, if not all the safe-
guards possible, at least much greater ones
than we now enjoy, against explosions. We
trust that the subject will be fully investi-
gated, and all the means taken which science
and observation have fwinished to goard
against the dangers incident to the use of
steam in the midst ol a erowded clty.

Tie Inox ForTHE PACiFICc RAILROAD,—
We trust that the Senate amendment 1o the
Tarlfl bill, suspend'ng for two years the pro-
viglon In the original Pacific Raflroad law
requiring the road to be constructed of

American iron, will not be concurred in by
the House of Representatives. The various
companieés constructing that romd and fits
branches are the recipients of an unparallcled
bounty from the Governwment, and they
should not seek to deprive American labor of
the profit there may be in mak'm'zhv iron
required for its construction, .

THE NEBRASKA ADMISSION BiLy PAssrs
THE SENATE~In the Senate yesterday, the
bill for the admisslon ol Nebraska as a State
was taken up,'and, without discussion, passed
over the President’s veto by & vote ot thirty-
one to nine. There Is no doubt of its passage
through the House, so that the new State
will soon be a member of the Union.

Senate Is rojecting, without hesitation, all
Republicans who abandoned the party fo
order to secure office under Mr. Johnson
We hope there will not be one exception in
favor'of any one.

TO CREATE A LOAN FOR THE REDEMPIION

Whereas, The bonds of the Commonwoalil,
and cortmn  ocorvfleates of Indebledness,
amounting to TWENTY-THREE MILLIONS
OF DOLLARS, have been overdue and unpald
for some Ume past;

Section 1. He it enacted by the Senate and Fowse
af Kepresentatives of the Commaomwealth of Penn-

sulbject 1o any wmxation whatever, for State,
municipal, or local purposes, nnd shull be paya-
ble as tollows, numely:—Five millions of dullnrs
payable al any tme after five years, aond
within ten years; elght millions of dollars pays-
ble ul nny Ume niter ten years, and within ff-
Leen yenrs; and ten millions of dollars at any
time alter ieen years, nod within twenty-five
Veurs; and shall be signed by tue Governor sad
sStnte  Treawurer, and counterslgned by the
Auditor-Genernl, and registered in the books of
the Auditor-General, and to ve transterable on
the books of the Uommonwenlth, at Lhe
Farmers' nnd Mechanies' Nutlonnl Bauk of
Pitlodelphia; the proceeds of the whole of
wiehy loan, Ineluding premiumes, oteolers,
recelved on the same, shall e applied 1o the
poyvenent of the bonds and certifloates of in-
debledpess of the Commonwealtls,

Section 2 The bids for the sald loan shall be
opendd In the presence of the Goveonor, Audis
wr«Geperal, and Suite Travsarer, and  swardod
1o the highest bldder: Provided, That no eerif-
cule hereby authorized 1o be isdoned shal ve
negotinted for less thun ILs pac value,

Suectlon 8 1he bonds of the State and cortin-
cates of Indebledness, now overdue, shull ne
receivable i payment o the said loan, under
such regulations as the Governor, Audltor-
Genornl, and State Troosurer mav prosorioe:
and every bldder for the loan now authorized
to be issued, shall state In his bld whether the
sarpe is payable In cazh or in the bonds, or
cvrti:'limleh of Indcbteduess of the Common-
wenlth,

Sectlon 4, That all trusiees, exscutors, admin-
istrators, guardinns, agents, WeRsurers, com-
mittees, or olher persons, holding, in & fidu-
clary capuacity, bouds or cartiflontes of Indavt-
ednese of the State or mopeys, are ereoby
authorized to bid for the lonn hereby authorized
1o bhe issued, and o surrender the bonds or
certificates of lonn held by them at the wme of
muaking such bid, and Lo receive the bouds
nnthorized to be Issued by Lhis sct,

Heetion 5. Any person or persons standing In
Lhe naueiary capacity stated in the fonsth secs
ton of this ael, who muy desire Lo lnvest
money o thelr hands for the benefit of the
frast, may, without uny order of court, lnvest
the snmne 1o the bonds authorized to ba iskned
